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In  the  year  1712a  Swiss  colony  came  to  America  and  among 
hem  was  Samuel  Hess.  The  same  settled  at  Pequea,  Pa.  He 
vas  the  first  Hess  of  our  generation  in  America.  In  1734  one  of 
lis  sons  namely  Jacob,  of  the  second  generation  took  up  a  tract 
>f  200  acres  of  land,  one  mile  east  of  Lititz,  now  called  War- 
Vick  Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pa.  One  part  of  it  is  now 
3  ccupied  by  Rev.  Jonas  H.  Hess.  The  same  Jacob  Hess  had  a 
:>n  by  the  name  of  John  of  the  third  generation;  he  lived  on 
he  old  home  place  with  father  Jacob.  He  died  in  1778  and 
^  s/qs  interred  in  the  graveyard,  situated  on  the  old  home  .  He 
ad  two  sons  and  eight  daughters.  The  sons  were  named  CHRIS  — 
ION  AND  JOHN:The  fol  lowing  sisters  comprise  the  4th.  gen- 
ration: 
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One  daughter  was  married  to  John  Brubaker.  They  moved 
d  Juniata  Co.  Pa.  ,  where  they  resided  with  their  family. 

Another  was  married  to  Daniel  Brubaker  and  resided  in  the 
icinity  now  called  Schoeneck,  Pa.

The  fourth  was  married  to  Jacob  Metzler.  They  lived  near 
^hat  we  call  Metzler's  Meeting  House  in  Earl  Township. 

The  fifth  was  married  to  Daniel  Burkholder.  They  lived 
ear  Lititz  on  a  part  of  the  two  hundred  acres  now  being  oc¬ 
cupied  by  Andrew  Bruckart. 

The  sixth  was  married  to  David  Martin,  who  moved  to  Cum¬ 
berland  Co.,  Pa.,  where  they  lived  with  their  family. 

The  seventh  was  married  to  Henry  Hess  and  resided  in  the 
icinity  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  where  she  died  at  an  early  age. 

The  eighth  was  married  to  a  Huber  whose  first  name  was 
ibraham  to  the  best  my  knowledge. 

They  lived  north  of  Lititz  where  he  died  .  He  was  the  father 
(f  Jacob  Huber  who  lived  south  of  Lancasterand  grandfather 
f  Ephriam  Hoover  near  Lancaster. 

They  had  with  few  exceptions,  large  fami  lies .  We  wi  1 1  now 
oeak  of  the  sons  and  their  generations. 
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CHRISTIAN  HESS,  the  first  son  of  John  Hess,  one  of  the 
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Page  4 
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fourth  generation,  was  born  in  1766.  In  1785  he  married  MissH 
Snavely.  They  had  three  sons  and  three  daughters.  The  sons 
were  named  John,  Christian  and  Jacob. 

Christian,  the  second  son  was  born  December  29,  1787. 
He  was  elected  County  Commissioner  in  1851.  He  resided  at 
Pequeawith  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  whose  maiden  name  was  Wen¬ 
ger.  She  was  born  May  16,  1790.  She  died  May  27,  1870, 
at  the  ripe  age  of  eighty  years  and  eleven  days.  Christian  died 
September  26,  1857,  aged  Sixty-nine  years,  eight  months  anc 
eleven  days. 

This  ends  the  record  of  Christian's  generation.  We  shal| 
now  give  a  short  account  of  the  second  son  John  and  his  gen¬ 
eration  .
